The following statement of facts relative 
to the published fetter known as the “Mur- 
chison letter” is now. made public by the 
undersigned. | 

On the 19th of October, 1883, there came 
into our possession, for the first time, the 
vriginal letter which Sir L.S. Sackville- 
West, British Minister at Washington, ad- 
dressed, under date of “Beverly, Mass., 


himself Charles F. Murchison, in response 
to a letter written by “Murchison” to the 
Minister, and dated ‘Pomona, Cal., Sept. 4, 
1888’’—both of which letters have been ex- 
tensively published throughout the country. 

The correspondence came into our pos 
session without solicititation or procure- 
ment on our part, and by the anthority and 
consent of ‘‘Murchison” himself, acting 
through his attorneys at Pomona, and was 
by him and them authorized to be given to 
the public, if in our judgment such course 
should be deemed advisable. a 

After full deliberation among ourselves, 
but without consultation with, or informa- 


and Los Angeles, and after fully satisfying 
ourselves of the genuineness of the British 
Minister’s letter, we determined to make 
the correspondence public. It was accord- 
ingly (as is already known) first given to 
the press.on the 2ist of October.. 

The more particular narrative quoted be- 
low, bearing upon this matter, and whicn 
has heretofore been published, is subsvan- 
tially correct: 

“LOS ANGELES, Nov. 1.—In view of the 
palpable misinformation sent out from this 
city by irresponsible news agents relative 
to the Murchison-West correspondence and 
the manner in which it was given to tne 
public, the following authorized statement 
of the real facts is made by the regular As- 
sociated Press correspondent. in- 
formation has been gathered directly from 
the few persons who are on the inside, and 
possessed of all the facts in the case: , 

*First—The idea of writing the letter to 
Minister West originated with Murchison 


| himself in the latter part of August or early 


in September. He is a reputable citizen of 
Pomona, in thiscounty, of English parent- 
age. The conception of the letter was his, 
though he consulted a confidential friend in 
its preparation. Murchison said at the out- 
set and before sending the letter that the 
object was not to perpetrate a joke, not to 
gratify curiosity, but to get Minister West’s 
opinions on the topics embraced in the let- 
ter. 
*“Second—Murchison’s letter was dated 
September 4th and West’s answer Septem- 
bor 13th. The Minister’s letter was re- 
ceived at Pomona September 2th and kept 
by the receiver till October 19:h—a full 
month—when it was broughtto Los Angeles 
by W.A. Bell, City Attorney of Pomona, and 
laid before Judge W. F. Fitzgeraid, a member 
of the State Kepublican Exeeutive Commit- 


tee; Henry T. Gage, late Delegate-at- 
large to the Chicago $ Convention; 
Col. Harrison Gray Otis, editor of 


the Los ANGHRLES Times, and one other, 
the last a local candidate. They saw the 
importance of West’s letter to the Repubii- 
can side, and it was unanimously deter- 
mined then and there by the persons pres- 
entto make the letter public without de- 
lay. Copies of the correspondence were 
first made by Judge Fitzgerald, however, and 
sent the same day tothe Republican State 
Committee, with an explanation of the cir- 
cumstances. Chairman Quay at [about} 
the same time was notified by Judge Fitz- 
gerald. 

“Third—West’s letter was first made pub- 
lic October 21st in the Los ANGELES 
Times, and telegraphed tothe Associated 
Press on that night. 

*Fourth—As soon as practicable the letter 
was photographed, and about October 25th 
the original was sent to Chairman Quay of

“Fifth—Emphatic denial is given to the 
statement published by a Los Angeles paper 
and telegraphed abroad that there was any 
afrangement with the National Committee 
about when the correspondence should be 
published. Neither that committee nor any 
member of it gave any direction or ex- 
pressed any wish in the matter, and knew 
nothing of the Pomona plan until informed 
by Judge Fitzgerald and the press, 
“Sixth—The three gentlemen having the 
matter in charge here, viz, Fitzgerald, 
Gace and Otis, all assert that Chairman 
Quay has had nothing to say, either in 
praise or blame, as to the manner in which 
the correspondence was given to the pub- 
ic; nothing as to whether the publication 
was premature or otherwise, and the only 
dispatch received from him on the subjec:

The City Council metin regular session | 
yesterday, the following members being 
present: President Humphreys and Coun- 
cilmen Gibbs, Book, Lovell, Bosbysfell, 
Collins, Cohn, Teed, Moriarty, Hanley, 
Barrett, Chandler and Mathews. As Presi- 
dent Humphreys did rot come in till late. 
the chair was taken by Mr. Lovell. 

Mr. Cohn moved that ordinance No, 421, 
providing for the extension of the time for 
paying city taxes from November 5th to 

' November 20th, be taken up and adopted. 

Mr, Barrett asked whether it would not 
be better toextend the time to December 
Ist or 2d, as many people were paid on the 
first of the month, and could better afford to 
pay their taxes then. : 

' Mr. Lovell said his understanding was 
that the extension was needed for the rea- 
son that the force In tue Collector’s office 
could not well prepare the delinquent list 
before the middle of the month, and not be- 
cause the people could not pay up on time. } 

The ordinance then panned as read. 

IN ANY CITY BUILDING. 

Mr. Barrett moved that the city allow 
the election tomorrow to be held in any 
office or building for which the city is pay:

HOW RETURNS WILL PE GATHERED. 

Extensive preparations were completed 
this evening for receiving and distributing 
the returns from Indiana. The returns 
willbe collected by the Associated Press 
and Western Union Telegraph Company. 
All comparison will be with the Presi- 
dential vote of 1884. The first returns re- 
ceived will show the result by precincts. 
There are 1778 precincts in the State, an in- 
crease of five over the precincts of 1884. As 
soon as 20 precincts have reported the vote

As the highbinders all 
had their faces blackened, the police do not 
expect to identify them.

| West American Scientist. 

The Chuckawalla Mountains form a 
portion ef the Colorado Desert, occu- 
pying the northeastern part of San 

iego county, Cal. They are most ap- 
ype J named the Chuckawalla or 

izard mountains, lizards certainly 
there predominate in the animal king- 
dom both in variety and numbers— 
possibly it would not be desirable to 
lead a long life in any other form. No 
snakes were seen during a week’s stay 
in July this year, but probably a longer 
sojourn would have resulted in as great 
a variety as I should have cared for in 
that line. Several species of rattle- 
snakes as well as various harmless 
snakes are said to reside in these moun- 
tains, but they did not callonme. A 
single ‘‘side-winder’”’ rattlesnake was 
found on the plain near the railroad 
station as I was about to depart, but 
he was not anxious for a further ac- 
quaintance—neither was I. 

Mountain sheep, deer and antelope 
are said to abound among these moun- 
tains, but I only had a glimpse of a 
mountain sheep; ene meal of venison 
was enjoyed—thanks to an Indian’s 
skill in hunting. Several beautiful 
pairs of mountain sheep horns were 
also seen, but no opportunity presented 
for stealing them. 

Around a few old Indian and pros- 
pect camps I was tantalized with find- 
ing fragments of the shell of the dry 
land tortoise, but no sign of one in the 
flesh rewarding my search in all my 
wanderings. Fish, transplanted froin 
the Dos Palmas Spring seemed to be 
doing well in the spring at the mining 
camp. 


were not rare, considering the number 
of acres they must require for support. 
A flock of young quail near the camp 
during my stay are worthy of mention. 
Few other birds were observed. but a 
few bats and nighthawks sailed around 
us evenings, catching what few insects 
they could that [had not caught dur-

The Suprosed Murderers Brought to 
This (ity-Members of Good 
jlies Ke-siding at Pasadena—tIhe 
Uncle Gives His Testimony.” 


Stephen-Smith..and Charles Casson, the 
two Pasadena boys who admitted the kill- 
ing of the young Italian, Pietro Padiiuso, 
in Sycamore Caflon, Saturday atiernoon, 
claiming that the shooting was done in self- 
defense, and who surrendered to Deputy 4 
Sheriff Slater Sunday afternoon, were 
brought to this city yesterday morning, 
and were taken tothe County Jail. Smith 
isthe smaller of the two, but is the older, 
being 17 years of age, while Casson is at 
least a head taller, but is only 16. They 
are both very nice-looking boys, with noth- 
ing about them to indicate that they are 
avy better or worse than the average 
schoolboy of their age... Henry T. Gage, 
Esy.. has been employed to defend them, 
and instructed them not to talk to any one, 
which instruction they obeyed (o the letter, 
with the exception of a short conversation 
had with Deputy Sheriff Tommy Botello. 
Young Smith’s tather and motber reside in 
Pasadena, the former being out here tor his 
health, and Casson’s mother and sister «re 
alsoat the same place, but his home, it is 
-gaid, is in Boston, where his father now is, 
All of the parties are higtiy respectable 
people and move in the best circles. 

THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Meredith had determined to hold 
the inquest yesterday morning, but when 
the hour which had been set arrived it was 
found that one of the most important wit 
nesses Was apsent, and a postponement was 
had to 20’ciock in the afternoon, At that 
hour the Coroner and jury were promptly 
in their places, and the room at Orr & 
Sutch’s was filled with people, a large num- 
ber of Italians being present.. A few min- 
utes before 2 0’clock Smith aid Casson were 
broughtin in charge of Deputy Botello, 
who aiso carried the two guns, which were 
in canvas covers. Mr. Gage alse came in 
about this time, Young Smith's father and 
mother oceupied seats in the room, and, a 
few minutes after the examination, Casson’s 
Miother also came in, accompanied by a 
friend, and took her seat by the Smiths. 
Atter the jury had viewed the corpse the 
taking of testimony was commenced, Dep- 
uty Botello being the first witness. Mr. 
Botello detailed at consider bie length 
the part he tuvok in the 
search for the persons who were sus- 

eted of the crime, which has been hereto- 

ore published, He had not seen the boys 
anti! Monday morning, when he asked 
them how it happened, but they had toid 
him that their attorney had told them not 
to talk to anyone, and they retused to do 
so. Hie had afterward asked them why 
they went into the shanty and took the 
~ guns, When Smith said they had not done 
Su; that the boy had brougnt the guns out 
and handed them to them, Casson said 
that he had demanded money from them en 
delivering the guns, Smith had previously 
said that they had been inside, but had 
taken nothing. He also said they were 
standing near the door of the shanty, and 
that he (the Italian boy) had rushed in for 
his gun. Then they turned around and 
walked away, when the Ltalian followed 
them up, and they stopped. At this point 
Mr. Botello’said that Mr, Gage, the attorney 
for the boys, had come up and re- 
quested them to say nothing to him or any 
one else. There was one point, he said, 
that he had ieft out. He haa asked Smith 
if he carried the double-barreled shotgun, 
and he said that he did. The reason he 
had questioned the boys so Closely about 
this matter was to see if the story told him 
by the Italian. was correct: that he had 
taken the boys’ guns for shooting on his 
property. 

Dr. D. Granville MacGowan, who made 
the post mortem, testified to the facts as de- 
veloped -by the autopsy, the points of which 
have been heretofore published in Tne 
Timegs, and also exhibited some of the shot 
taken from the wound. In answer to Mr. 
Gage he said that there was but one 
— and that it was produced by bird- 
shot. 

F. Pagliuso, the uncle of the dead boy, 
was then sworn. He is a short, thickset, 
swarthy Italian, and speaks but indifferent 
English. At times uve got very excited, but 
in the main gave his testimony in au appar- 
ently straightlorward manner, but occa- 
sionally dropped into the habit of talking 
as if the story haa been rehearsed. Pag!iuso 
said that he was a farmer vy occupation, 
and lived on bis ranch in the Sycamore 
Cafion The deceased was his nephew, 
aged 16 or i7 years, who had worked on the 
farm. He had posted up signs warning 
persons against hunting on his ground, and 
Saturday morning he saw two meu shoot- 
ing on his place. One had a shotgun and 

the other a rifle. He went up to arrest them, 
when they started to run, apd he bad then 
ot his rifle and started after them, and when 

e again called after them to stup they did 
so. He tnen told them that he wauted to 
arrest them for shooting on his ground, and 
took their guns away from them, but that 
he woula let them go if they paid #25. After 
some talk he took the boys and guns tw his 
house. The boys talked very nicely, and 
tried to get off with $15, but he refused, and 

“finally told them that he would let them go 
for #0. They did not have any money, and 
he told them to come the next day, but they 
objected. saying it was Sunday, and he told 
them to come Monday, and when they paid 
the 80 they could get their guns. They 
told him if ther could get the money they 
would be back the same day, and asked who 
would give them their guns. He totd them 
to “holler” and one of the men would hear 
them, and when they paid the money their 
guns would be returned. 

The Italians had been chattering among 
themselves for some ninutes like magopies, 
and talking to the witness. Coroner Mere- 
dith finally asked them what they wanted, 
when one fellow came forward and ob- 
jected to the course of the examination, 
saying Pagliuso gould not speak glist 
well, and offering himself as an inter- 
preter, It was decided that his services 
were not needed, when he began to makea 
disturbance, but was finally hustled out aud 
the examination proceeded, 

Pagiinse then continued, and said that the 
boys walked off 40 or 50 yards, when they 
came back and asked him if they could not 
eat their lunch in his house. Lg told them 
to go up a little cafion, where there was 

_ Water, and they then left,';while he went to 

hunt some other men he had heard shoot- 
ing on his place. When he came back, in 
about two heurs, the boys had gone, and he 
then came to Los Angeles with a load of 
wood. hie returned home about 9 o'clock, 
when he found his nephew dead. He did 
not know who did the shooting. After 
' Jooking about the place he went to Glen- 
dale and notified the officers. He noticed 
that his pistel, gun and rifle were in the 
.Saine place where he had left them, but the 
gubs taken from the boys were gone. He 
took a Jantern and examined the piace 


where his nephew was kiled, which was 60> 


or 75 fect away, for footprints, and had dis- 
covered some, which be. believed to bave 
been made by the boys, | 

Parliuse ‘had beemw getting more -con- 
fused as he proceeded, and at this point 
Stopped, and refused to goon without an 
interpreter, Saying that there was some- 
thing which he wanted to say that he could 
not express in English. Camille Loquet 
Was then sworn as interpreter, but after 
Some? unimportant WAS an- 
other interruption, caused by the reméval of 
the body of the dead man, Pagliuso got 
vely excited, and wanted to g* to the 
funeral. Coroner Meredith then suggested 
that the inquest be adjourned until after 
the election, which was agreed to, and they 
Were about to do so, When one of the jurors 
Said that he wished to ask if Paviiuso iden- 
tiled the two boys who were present. The 
Italian at this was wildly excited, and 
jumping in front of the boys, pointed his 
finger at theny and positively identified 
them as the on¢s from whom he had taken 
the guns. He was finally quieted, and sent 
off to the funeral, and the inquest was ad- 
journed to Wednesday morning at 10 
o'clock.

INQUKST BEGUN ON YOUNG 
PISTRO PAGLIUSO. 


The Suprosed Murderers Brought to‘ 
This City—Members of Good Fam- 
ilies KMe-iding at Pasadena—lhe 
Uncle Gives His Testimony. 


Stephen Smith and Charles Casson, the 
two Pasadena boys who admitted the kill- 
ing of the young Italian, Pietro Pagiiuso, 
in Syeamore Caton, Saturday atiernoon, 
claiming that the shooting was done in self- 
defense, and who surrendered to Deputy 
Sheriff Slater Sunday afternoon, were 
brought to this city yesterday morning, 
and were taken tothe County Jail. Smith 
isthe smaller of the two, but is the older, 
being 17 years of age, while Casson is at 
Jeast a head taller, but isonly 16. They 
are both very nice-looking boys, with noth- 
ing about them to indicate that they are 
any better or worse than the average 
schoolboy of their age.» Henry T. Gage, 
Esq.. has been employed to defend them, 
ana instructed them not to taik to any one, 
which instruction they obeyed (o the letter, 
with the exceptionof a short conversation 
had wit) Deputy Sheriff Tommy Botello. 
Young Smith’s tather and mother reside in 
Pasadena, the former being out here tor his 


health, and Casson’s mother and sister re } 


alsoat the same place, but his home, it is 
said, is in Boston, where bis father now is, 
Al! of the parties are highiy respectable 
people and move in the best circles. 

‘ THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Meredith had determined to hold 
the inquest yesterday morning, but when 
the hour which had been set arrived it was 
found that one of the most important wit 
nesses Was absent, and a postponement was 
had to 2 o’ciock in the afternoon, At that 
hour the Coroner and jury were promptiv 
in their places, and the room at Orr & 
Sutch’s was filled with people, a large num- 
ber of Ltalians- being present..A few min- 
utes before 20’clock Smith aid Casson were 


-brovughtin in charge of Deputy Botello, 


who aiso carried the two guns, which were 
in canvas covers, Mr, Gage also came in 
about this time, Young Smmith’s father and 
mother occupied seats in the room, and, a 


few minutes after the examination, Casson’s 


Mother also came in, accompanied by a 
friend, and took her seat by the Smiths. 
Atter the jury had viewed the corpse the 
taking of testimony was commenced, Dep- 


uty Botello being the first witness. Mr. 
Botello detailed at consider bie length 
the part he . in the 


search for the rsons who were sus- 
“ott of the crime, which has been hereto- 
ore published. He had not seen the boys 
anti! Monday morning, when he asked 
them how it happened, but they had toid 
him that their attorney had told them not 
to talk to anyone, and they retused to do 
so. He had afterward asked them. why 
they went into the shanty and took the 
guns, when Smith said they had not done 
8¢; that the boy had brougnt the guns out 
aud handed them to them, Casson said 
that he had demanded money from them on 
delivering the guns, Smith had previously 
said that they had been inside, but had 
taken nothing. He also said they were 
standing near the door of the shanty, and 
that he (the Italian boy) had rushed in for 
his gun. Then they turned around and 
walked away, when the Ltalian followed 
them up, and they stopped. At this point 
Mr. Botello said that Mr, Gage, the attorney 
for the boys, had come up and re- 
quesied them to say nothing to him or an 
one else. There was one point, he said, 
that he had left out. He had asked Smith 
if he carried the double-barreled shotgun, 
and he said that he did. The reason he 
had questioned the boys so closely about 
this matter was to see if the story told him 
by the Italian. was correct; that he had 
taken the boys’ guns for shooting on his 
property. 

Dr. D. Granville MacGowan, who made 
the post mortem, testified to the facts as de- 


veloped by the a the points of which 


have been heretofore pubiished in THE 
Tinks, and also exhibited some of the shot 
taken from the wound. In answer to Mr. 
Gage he said that there was but one 
wound, and that it was produced by bird- 


shot. 

F. Pagliuso, the uncle of the dead boy, 
was then sworn. He is a short, thickset, 
swarthy Italian, and speaks but inditferent 
English. At times ue got very exeited, but 
in the main gave his testimony in an appar- 
ently straightforward manner, but occa- 
sionally dropped into the habit of talking 
as if the story haa been rehearsed. Pag!iuso 
said that he was a farmer by occupation, 
and lived on his ranch in the Sycamore 
Cafion. The deceased was his nephew, 
aged 16 or i7 years, Who had worked on the 
farm, tie had posted up signs warning 
persons against hunting on his ground, and 
Saturday morning he saw two meu shoot- 
ing on his place. One had a shotgun and 


the other a rifle, He went up to arrest them, [ 


when they started to run, apd he bad then 
ot his rifle and started after them, and when 

e ig called after them to stop they did 
so. He tnen told them that he wanted to 
arrest them for shooting on his ground, and 
took their guns away from them, but that 
he woula let them go if they paid #25, After 
some talk he took the boys and guns to bis 
house. The boys talked very nicely, and 
tried to get off with $15, but he refused, and 
finally told them that he would let them go 
for #20. They did not have any woney, and 
he told them to come the next day, but they 
objected. saying it was Sunday, and he told 
them to come Monday, and when they paid 
the $20 they could get their guns. They 
told him if thes could get the money they 
would be back the same day, and asked who 
would give them their guns. He told them 
to “holler” and one of the men would hear 
them, and when they paid the money their 
guns would be returned. 

The Italians had been chattering among 
themseives for some ninutes like magumies, 
and talking to the witness, Coroner Mere- 
dith fiually asked them what they wanted, 
when one fellow came forward and ob- 
jected to the course of the examination, 
saying Pagliuso could not speak E: glish 
well, and offering himself as an inter- 
preter. It was decided that his services 
were not needed, when he began to makea 
disturbance, but was finally hustled out and 
the examination proceeded, 

- Paglinse then continued, and said that the 
boys walked off 40 or 50 yards, when they 
came back and asked bim if they could not 
eat their lunch in his house. He told them 
to go up a little caflon, where there was

This failure might be the same today 
under our Constitution; but the moral 
influence of the Republican party 
south by the appointment of Federal 
officers in sympathy with the tenets of 
the party would stimulate the negro to 
renewed and continual assertion of his 
rights. That is whatis wanted—asser- 
tion, not a surrender, but a manly per- 
sistence of his rights. 

The Democratic South is not only op- 
posed to the negro as a Republican; it 
is opposed to him as an equal citizen. 

Ignorance, poverty, maladministra- 
tion of government is simply a pretext, 
It is a question of race hatred, which 
pom chauging of party lines cannot ef- 

ace.
